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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the new issues include the changes to claims 3, 6, 10-12. In addition, applicant has not specifically pointed out 
where all of the newly proposed claim limitations were disclosed in the application. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). Applicant argues that DE 19954899 does not teach converging cuts forming a flap. 
However, Figure 4 clearly shows a series of converging cuts forming a flap. In response to applicant's argument that GB 2315256 is 
nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably 
pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed 
invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, GB 2315256 is directed to a label with a 
hinge while DE 19954899 and Isakson et al are also directed to products with labels.. 
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
